It is impossible here to at all 
adequately describe the contents of this unique memorial, further than giving some slight idea of the numbers present, as 
stated above. The examples given are all fine early impressions, and the condition excellent, while space remains still, 
by the presence now and then of a blank leaf, toadd still further if desired.
